that. And the day is Easter. Proof 
of which is the 
always-crowded) 
churches on this day. No matter 
how hard they run the rest of the 
year, the semi-Christians and many 
who are not even semi, are brought 
to church on Easter morning. On 
the 365th day they have not escaped 
Christ. 
Many sincere people avoid church 
on Easter. They have 
not been 
regular attendants and they feel it 
is hypocritical to blossom out in 
new 
feathers for the purpose of 
strutting down the aisle on this 
important date. Their sincere ef­ 
fort to be consistent and their ap­ 
parent shame at pretending other­ 
wise is an admittance that they are 
influenced by Him. 
The skeptic attempts to live in­ 
dependently and outside of the moral 
law. But how does he know that he 
is violating principles? 
Why does 
he need to explain his actions and 
state his right to live as he wishes? 
His conscience would be easier 
and his place in society would be 
more secure if there had not been 
a Christ. 


T h e 
deliberate discreditor of 
Christian beliefs lives in a violent 
daily contact with

The 
doubter, if he is to have real founda­ 
tion for his doubt, must explain to 
himself what occurred on Easter. 
It is historical fact that Chris­ 
tianity started with one leader and 
a very small group of followers. 
Even in the first and second cen­ 
turies the number was very small. 
What gave them the courage to live 
and to believe? 
What made this 
small group more lasting than the 
Roman Empire? 
Today there are millions! Today 
we have great nations such as the 
United States and Great Britain. 
In those nations we find the greatest 
freedom of man and the greatest 
progress for the comfort of man.

YOUR INSURANCE SOON 
WILL GO UP 
Editors of die state are being 
bombarded by publicity put out by 
the public relations offices of in­ 
surance underw riters and insurance 
business generally for the purpose 
of convincing you that you should 
pay more money to insure you and 
your car. Accidents are increasing, 
cost of repairs to man and machine 
are going up, and juries are being 
too generous. 
So say the information offices of 
ithe insurance business. And they 
are asking for higher rates. In fact, 
asked for them at a public-hearing 
on March 19. If they get what they 
want your insurance bill will go up 
17 per cent for bodily injury and 
property damage, almost 12 per 
cent if you drive a commercial car, 
and over 16 per cent for garage 
risks. 
These increases are on top of 
those allowed July 3, 
1957 and 
November 27, 1957, amounting to 
6.1 per cent for passenger cars 
5.9 per cent for com m ercial cars, 
and 9.3 per cent for garages. 
The National Bureau of Casualty 
Underwriters claim s underwriting 
losses have been incurred the past 
three years, despite the increases 
F or every $ IOO of earned premium, 
the claims and expenses of these 
companies amounted to $ 102.30 in 
1956, and $111.60 in 1957. These 
losses totaled $7 million it is claim ­ 
ed. 
It is argues that the average bod­ 
ily injury cost has moved from $511 


in 1955 to $619 in 1958, and the 
average property damage* cost has 
jumped from $92 in 1955 to $117 in 
1958. These are changes of 21 and 
27 per cent, respectively. 
There also are more claim s per 
every IOO cars, and the number of 
killed has increased from 70,109 In 
1954 to 89,387 in 1958. 
The proposed increases would af­ 
fect only those companies who are 
members of the National Bureau of 
Casualty U nderw riters; These write 
about 31 per cent of the insurance 
in Pennsylvania. Other companies 
are not affected by the proposed 
changes. 
The rates are limited only to 
Pennsylvania and are affected only 
by the experience of Pennsylvania 
drivers. Reducing to even sm aller 
Dianes, the rates vary by territory. 
There are twenty of these in Penn­ 
sylvania and each has its own lia­ 
bility loss rate. 
We find one aspect of the rating a 
Dit confusing. It is said that acci­ 
dents caused by drivers from other 
areas do not affect the local rate. 
Such losses are charged against the 
home territo ry of the driver. But it 
also is said that local rates are de­ 
term ined by the territory s exper­ 
ience and should not be charged 
against other areas. They reflect 
court and claim conditions, repair 
costs, traffic laws, and safety cam ­ 
paigns. There is contradiction here.

There is no denying that the cost 
of living is going up and has been 
doing so f o r several years. This cost 
increase certainly affects medical 
care and car repair. It seems logi­ 
cal that insurance payments must 
increase. 
But we do not understand why we 
have gone through the continuing 
inflation period with no action. A 
sudden increase of 17 per cent is a 
m ajor change and hits the insurance 
budget of Pennsylvania m otorists 
with quite a slap. 
It seems that a system which al- 
ows for annual adjustments, up and 
down, would be much more practi­ 
cal. It would be kinder to the private 
budget and fair to the insurer. 
It is no secret that insurance 
companies do not make their m il- 
ions through the profit on your 
prem ium s. It is the investment of 
those premiums which makes the 
insurance business one of our m ajor 
financial em pires. If they can come 
close to breaking even on premiums 
and casualty payments they will 
make out very well, as any insur­ 
ance company’s financial statement 
will so proudly tell you. 
This is too fat a demand, rep re­ 
senting either poor management on 
the part of those now asking it, or a 
hope that by asking for so much they 
will get m ore than enough. 
The best news found in these ap­ 
peals for publicity which will favor 
premium increases is the reduction 
of the number of accidents in our 
state. In 1956 there were 160,236 
accidents and in 1958 the number 
was down to 156,825. The number of 
fatalities dropped from 
1,790 to 
1,654. 
But wrap-around windshields and 
re a r fenders are costing four or five 
tim es what they did ten years ago. 
However, a peek at your insurance 
checks may reveal that your insur­ 
ance bill has not stayed completely 
dorm ant.

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LONG AND ENTERTAINING 
The most common groan extent to­ 
day concerns the length and severity 
of our recent (nearly) winter which 
has been knee-deep and blustering. 
It has chilled our homes and spilled 
our cars. Our bones ache for sun­ 
shine, our eyes thirst f o r green, and 
even flies have a nasty attraction. 
But in the midst of this frigidity 
there has been little room for that 
old lament that “ there is nothing to 
do in our town’ 
“ Our town’ usually 
refers to the average small com­ 
munity which is not rubbing elbows 
with a m ajor metropolitan area. 
A glance over the news events of 
our petering winter reveals a wide 
variety of attractions, ranging from 
good music to reasonably well p e r­ 
formed sports. We have had many 
concerts, vocal and instrumental, 
some of which were performed by- 
local talent and many involving na 
Bonally known artists. On the sports 
pages we find at least three county- 
high school teams competing for top 
honors in their respective basket­ 
ball leagues. 
Seating at major events continues 
to be discouraging and there are 
thousands who have lost the habit of 
attending many functions due to un­ 
pleasant experiences. It is not con­ 
ducive to attendance when the winter 
is rough, parking offers problems, 
and after all that you may not gain a 
seat, or even admittance. 
Music has come from the voice 
and instruments of the W arren boy 
choir, the W arren high school a cap­ 
pella choir, 
the barbershoppers, 
Warren civic orchestra, top p e r­ 
form ers brought in by the Jaycees, 
Thiel choir, high school orchestral 
groups, and others which escape us 
at the moment. 
There has been drama presented 
by the W arren Players and by the 
Children’s Theatre. There have been 
dinners with excellent speakers, a 
slide festival, a photographic exhibi­ 
tion, and a constant round of dinners, 
parties,t meetings, and entertain­ 
m en t. 
The waiting of Things to Come has 
required an increasing amount of 
space, despite an effort to limit it to 
events affecting reasonably large 
groups. The Community Calendar 
grows in length and importance as 
chairmen and secretaries become 
aware of its necessity in aparad eo f 
events which make clear dates diffi­ 
cult to find and to reserve. 
Still to be enjoyed are more mov­ 
ies in the Jaycee film festival, a 
Players Club production, the B towti 
University Glee Club, a gymnastic 
exhibition, 
th e 
Mansfield State 
Teachers College band, the Farrah 
Grotto sport show, the Woman’s 
Club talent recognition show, Jay­ 
cee inaugural ball, Beach Dance Stu­ 
dio recital, die Legion drum corps 
competition, the Legion fourth an­ 
nual spectacle of music, the Fourth 
of July celebration, and numerous 
high school plays, science fair, and 
other scholastic events. 
This is getting into the sum m er a 
bit but it is indicative of a busy life 


for those who care to participate, if 
they can find time. Though there may 
be nothing to do it is amazing how- 
busy people a re when you want them 
to serve on a committee or buy a 
ticket. 
Sportswise we have had goqd high 
school basketball teams to watch 
and the W arren YMCA offered a fair 
league and an exciting tournament. 
There has been a m ajor share of 
ice skating and there would have 
been more if the flood hadn’t dealt 
us an icy blow in January. W arren’s 
wrestling team was top-class and 
deserved support. 
There was much lacking in out­ 
door sports activity, principally be­ 
cause most of us don’t believe such 
winters will 
last. Ski runs have 
been built in the past and have been 
thawed out of existence by long s e r ­ 
ies of mild winters. The same goes 
for other winter fun which depends 


on steep hills and a supply of snow. 
But your home town is not bereft 
of fun. You may have to drive a few 
miles, but we are sure you will find 
one of our highways a much easier 
arte ry to travel than would be the 
case if you lived in the city and had 
to get across town. 
Once y o u fully appreciate the com­ 
parative travel value, into your life 
moves an even wider range of pleas­ 
ures. Actually a golf course twenty 
miles away is far closer and much 
less crowded than one near a city. 
Chautauqua and its many-sided pro­ 
gram of education, drama, art, m u­ 
sic and related pleasures is only 
thirty m iles away. 


When you come right down to it 
what does the average city have 
that is so much m ore attractive 
than y o u r own community. B ur­ 
lesque, strip tease acts, night life, 
stifling heat, and sickening atm os­ 
phere? 
When you talk of first run shows, 
Dpera, 
and most of the leading 
events you are thinking of only one 
place . . . New York City. And c e r­ 
tainly everyone can not live there, 
though it may seem like it when you 
w ant to make a reservation or move 
in its traffic. 


In fact few of the people who live 
in die cities fully utilize them. Some 
baseball fans in our area lament the 
lack of big league action. But judg­ 
ing by the attendance in the cities 
an exceedingly small percentage of 
t h e 
metropolitan 
residents care 
enough about the game to drive to 
the ball park. From millions of peo­ 
ple they are lucky to attract ten or 
twenty thousand, anda share of those 
will be visiting rustics. 
Even the world series, would be 
lucky to fill the seats if it were de­ 
pendent on the home crowd. 


The tourist trade means much to 
the cities where the home folks fail 
to pay the way for most of those 
big events for which you mourn 
when you say there is nothing to do 
in your little community. If we can 
get that Allegheny river dam built 
and if we plan our county sufficient­ 
ly well to attract the best class of 
tourists, some of those millions are 
going to return to W arren county 
cash registers. 
And we do mean millions! The 
kind of millions which go only one 
way . . . ours! And stay with us. 
Be happy! We have it made, and die 
not-so-bad winter is melting before 
the light which is beginning to shine.

NBC PLANS NEW PROJECTS 
FOR NEXT SEASON 
NBC is evolving three new pro­ 
jects for next year as an outgrowth 
of its "kaleidoscope” series of this 
season. One of the new proposed 


series will be called "The Com­ 
mandments” and will consist of ten 
90-minute shows, each treating a 
commandment in a modem context. 
Prominent novelists are being ap­ 
proached by NBC to write th e 
scripts. J. P. MarquandandThomas 
B. Costain have already submitted 
tentative scripts and Ben Hecht 
wrote the script for the experi­ 
mental production "TheThirdCom- 
mandment” , seen this past season. 
TTie second project will be a series 
called “ The Story Behind” , which 
will tell the backstage development 
of entertainment productions such 
as the show scheduled for April 5, 
"Sunrise At Campobello” . 
The third series will be called 
"G reat American Families” and 
will single out American families 
distinguished by their achievements 
and way of living. An example is a 
show coming May 3, the story of 
the Cristiani Brothers Circus. 
The "kaleidoscope” series, par­ 
ent of the three new proposed pro­ 
jects, may be discontinued to make 
room for the new ones.

TV COVERAGE PLANNED FOR 
DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION 
Preliminary plans for NBC-TV’s 
coverage of the 1960 Democratic 
convention in Los Angeles have been 
completed. The network plans to 
use more than 350 people on its 
personnel staff, and will begin on- 
the-site work six weeks before the 
convention starts. New or improved 
equipment will be used and costs 
of televising both Democratic and 
Republican conventions in 1960have 
been roughly estimated at $3 million.

[for muskrat and mink certainly com -

cluded beaver as a part of their 
sport. 
But we suspect a m ajor part of 


the 
blame for the great drop in 
javer hides is the population. The 
cavers have eaten themselves out 


3f food in 
many 
areas, and as 
soon as they move complaints roll 
in. The wardens are faced with the 
jroblem of finding them new homes 
vhere they will not be troublesome 
md where there is a food supply. 


5uch areas are not plentiful inVVs i ­ 
ren county. 
The big fellows have chewed up 
-lost of their favorites, such as 
aspen, and it is conceivable that 
the day when advancing civilization, 
reduced feed, and big appetites will 
make the dam builder little more 
than a protected fur piece in con- 
trolTed areas. 
The poor deer also comes in for 
another licking in the midst of the 
beaver problem.
